Three well-known peninsula pho- 
tographers will lecture and display 
their work in a special series to be 
offered at MPC this semester. 


The first lecture, “ A Tribute to 
Edward Weston,” who died two 
years ago, will be given by his son, 
Cole Weston, March 24. Some of 
Edward Weston’s pictures, select- 
ed from prints shown in New 
York, will be displayed March 21 
to April 9. 


Edward Weston, considered by 
some to be the greatest photo- 
grapher of all time, lived for some 
thirty years in the Carmel High- 
lands. Here he did his best work. 


He was the first photographer 
to win a Guggenheim fellowship in 
1937, and one of the first to take 
sharp pictures with fine detail. 


Edward C. Forsyth, a retired 
admiral, will give a lecture April 
28 entitled, “Camera Into the 
Light.” This amateur photograph- 
er’s work will be displayed April 
18 to May 6, 


Mr. Forsyth, who lives in Peb- 
ble Beach, organized the Califor- 
nia Central Coast Council of Cam- 
era Clubs. He has won many 
awards for his photographs, includ- 
ing those of sunsets. 


The third lecturer is Wynn Bul- 
lock, an internationally known pro- 
fessional. His lecture, “Creative 
Seeing In Photography,” will be 
given May 26, and his work shown 
May 9 to May 27. 


Mr. Bullock was selected last 
year by the British Almanac of 
Photography as the leading Ameri- 
can photographer. One of his pic- 
tures was picked for the front- 
piece of “The Family of Man.” 


The series is sponsored by the 
college, and is being arranged by 
Mr. Chester Smith, photography 
instructor. The lectures and dis- 
plays will be in lecture hall of the 
new library.

Every Day Is Christmas 
In MPC’s New Library

When college students in Red 
China are required to do research, 
it is said that they refer to the 
books which MPC Librarian Mar- 
garet Thompson left behind her in 
October, 1949, 

Until the Communists took over 
and Miss Thompson was first in- 
vited to leave in April of that year, 
she had had charge of eleven li- 
braries operated by the U.S. Infor- 
mation Service, with headquarters 
in Shanghai and branches in such 
areas as Chungking, Peking, Can- 
ton and Taipei. 

All books, magazines, supplies, 
instructions were sent out from 
Shanghai by air to these branches, 
run by Chinese under the supervi- 
sion of American Public Affairs 
officers. The only city that was ac- 
cessible by rail or river was Nank- 


ing. 
“We and the British kept open 
until the last minute,” Miss 


Thompson reminisced. “We were 
asked if we wanted to get out but 
I wanted to see what would hap- 
pen. It was sort of silly, I suppose. 
We had no communication with 
the outside world except an occa- 
sional cable or phone call. | 

Once, when mail did arrive, it 
consisted of a liquor ad and a no- 
tice from an American library 
school, about a meeting that I’d 
missed five months before. 

“T just hope those Commies are 
making good use of the books we 
left. I wasn’t able to bring a single 
one of them out.”

have ever moved into an adequate 
library facility, previous settings 
having been makeshift or remodel- 
ed. Space, light, functionalism 
combine in the new building to 
prove what contrast there can be 
from a crowded, inadequate loca- 
tion. Here the same job seems 
easy and a pleasure. 

“The ‘shakedown’ is still going 
on, however. All of the services 
aren’t completely smooth yet, but 
we're having a fine time figuring 
them out. One innovation is train- 
ing student assistants at the Loan 
desk, to take care of magazine files 
and get books ready for the Re- 
serve Book section. We don’t need 
any more students just now, but 
are always interested in meeting 
students who have had previous li- 
brary working experience and 
might like a job here in the future.

The 
eventual result by July 1, 1961 will 
be a Peninsula-wide district. 
“ The voters of Monterey will also 
be asked on March 1 to approve a 
school bond of 4% million dollars 
and to approve state aid amount- 
ing to 814 million dollars.

More people were turned away from the January 16 lec- 
ture of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt than there were members in the 
Armory audience. 

A Japanese film was shown to an overflow crowd January 
16 in the new library lecture hall. More than two hundred peo- 
ple were turned away. This happened on a Friday night during 
final examinations. A large crowd was not expected. 

These two January affairs illustrate an urgent need for an 
MPC building that will house more than 900 people, and indi- 
cate a need for bigger facilities for minor events. 

New buildings, however, are not immediately available. 
Reorganization of seating arrangements is. 

Out of respect for educators, faculty sections should be 
reserved at the lectures, and space should be held for those 
who would probably profit most—MPC students. 

The film series problem could be solved by two showings, 
one at 7 and one at 9 p.m. If the film is over two hours long, it 
could be shown consecutive nights. One evening could be for 
student body card holders only. 


Clement Attlee, ex-Prime Minis- 
ter of Great Britain and British 
Labor Party leader, will speak in 
the Armory Monday, February 29. 

He will lecture at 8 p.m. on “The 
Future of Europe.” Dr. Louis Bal- 
sam, sociology instructor, will 
make the introduction. 


Mr. Attlee led the British Labor 
Party for 20 years, from 1935 to 
1955. He resigned from the House 
of Commons in December, 1955, 
and in 1956 joined the House of 
Lords, after having been made an 
earl. 


Elected to Parliament in 1922, 
he was appointed parliamentary 
secretary to Ramsey MacDonald, 
leader of the opposition. Two years 
later, in the first Labor Govern- 
ment, he took office as Under-Sec- 
retary of State for War. 

As 1931 Postmaster-General 
during the second Labor Govern- 
ment, Attlee played an important 
part in development and reorgani-

e During World War II, Sir Win- 
Pictures ston Churchill invited Attlee to 
join the Coalition Cabinet as Lord 
Privy Seal. Later he became 
with Deputy Prime Minister, leading 


the government whenever Church- 
ill was absent. 

On July 26, 1945, Attlee was 
elected Prime Minister. Under his 
leadership from 1945 to 1951, the 
Labor Government inaugurated a 
revolution in social and economic 
fabric of Britain, changing the face 
of the Commonwealth. 


The Attlee lecture will be free 
to the public.

Attlee to Follow Brown, 
Colum in Lecture Series 


James Joyce has changed the 
course of novel writing, said 
Padraic Colum, Irish Poet and lit- 
erary critic, in his lecutre last Mon- 
day. “Joyce’s extraordinary atti- 
tude toward language has produced 
innovating work,” he said. 


Mr. Colum believes the novelist’s 
writing gains dimension by his use 
of the character’s idiom, by the 
unique use of history and by poetic 
sounds. 


In discussing what he called 
Joyce’s most influential works, 
“Ulysses” and “Finnigan’s Wake,” 
Colum said Homer’s “Iliad” was 
used for structure. The writer, in 
both books, portrays the “modern 
to add new dimension to the mythi- 
cal,” he said. 

Colum, at the close of his lecture, 
recited his own poetry. It was 
mainly concerned with impressions 
of Ireland. 


Every writer’s ultimate aim is 
to say what life has said to him. 
John Mason Brown, author, lec- 
turer, literary critic, expressed this 
opinion in his February 4 lecture 
at MPC. 


“Reader, Writer and the Modern 
World” was the title of a speech 
that drew laughter and admiration 
from the Armory audience of 300. 


With quick wit and warm man- 
ner, Brown informed the gathering 
that the “stuff of literature is in 
inner recesses of authors. The 
greatest distance man or writer 
has to travel is in understanding 
himself,” he said. 

What is the special talent that 
makes authors great? Brown said 
it is presentation of a character’s 
general and specific experiences 
well enough to include everybody 
in some action. 

Also the talent includes recog- 
nition of man’s potentialities. ‘““Not 
what he has done, but what he can 
do,” said Brown. “Men need to be 
reminded how much better they 
could be.” 

Exceptional writers “look upon 
the mystery of things as if they 
were God’s spies,” he said. 

The fact that death destroys life 
means that “death is our command, 
our challenge to live, and life is 
the subject of all important writ- 
ing,’ concluded Brown.
